Fats are digested mpst slowly of all 


foods. 
The long time required for 


their digestion is responsible for the 
fact that hunger does not follow soon 
after a meal containing a good deal 
of fat. It is not wise, therefore, t,p 
have too much fat in a meal. The 
presence of a lot of fat will delay 
the digestion of the proteins through 
decreasing the gastric juices which 
may come in contact with the pro- 
teins.
